FORMER MAY NOT RECOVER. 


Affair Takes Place in Office of Latter 
in Unity Building. 


John Dowling, inventor, saw his dreams of 
wealth and happiness vanish in thin air last 
evening. when, in a little upper floor Office in 
the Unity building, he shot and struggied to 
kin the manufacturer and the lawyer, who, 
he believed, were robhing him of his rights. 


The Wounded. 

PONDELION, CHARLES, member of the firm 
of Pondelick Bros., 63 West Kinsie street; 
shot im abdomen; probably fatally injured. 

TILTON, JAMES E., attorney, in whose office 
shooting occurred; shot in groin: will recover. 
It was all over in a minute, and Dowling, 

stupefied by the rapidly moving events, found 

himself huddled up in a chair in the Office 


could say was-that his last dollar wae gone 
and that he was a pauper. . 

The shooting ended an effort on the part 
of attorneys to have the men make an 
amicable settfement of their financial differ- 
ences. Dowling, accompanied by G. B. An- 
derson, his attorney, went to the offices of 
Attorney Tilton shortly after 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. In Mr. Tilton’s office, 1081 
Unity building, they were met by Mr. Tilton 
and Pondelick. 


Three Shots Fired. 

Dowling says that he had but crossed the 
threshold when Pondelick called him a name 
which, in his code of ethics, could mean noth- 
ing but a fight. He did not admit that he 
fired the shots, but a moment later three 
shots were fired. Anderson sprang, hatless 
and disheveled, from the room and the sounds 
of a desperate struggle could be heard 

Bailiff! William J, O'Meara of Municipal 
Judge Newcomer's court was in the hallway 
and he ran into the office at the sound of the 
shots. As he entered the door the report of 
another shot was heard, and Attorney Tilton 
half fell, half jumped through the doorway. 

Bailiff O’Meara meanwhile had rushed into 
the office. There, lying on the floor, was the 
seemingly lifeless body of Pondelick.

After 
quieting a hysterical stenographer, who was 
standing in the front office, and dispersing 
the curious occupants of the building who 
had wedged into the little offices, they took 
the prisoner and the witnesses over to the 
office of Capt. O’Brien, where Lieut. Reed 
was awaiting their arrival.

Blackstone, Mrs. Nettie F. McCormick,

WOMAN AND BABY STARVING. 


Widow and Five Weeks Old Child Are 
Cared For by Police of Chicago 
Avenue Station.

Stranded with her five weeks old baby in 
a strange country and faint from hunger, 
Mrs. Sophie Zswacz entered the Chicago 
avenue police station yesterday with her 
in her arms and fell ina faint. 
vived and ate ravenously. Through 
terpreter she said her husband di 
tria five months ago and she had journeyed 
to America to seek friends. Five weeks ago 
her baby was born, and the friends with 


whom shé had been staying on the west side 
grew tired of her.

Urges Steps to Get Subway. 

What the mayor had to say about the sub- 
way problem reads as follows: 

“The time has come, in my opinion, when 
the city of Chicago, through its municipal 
government, should take up seriously the 
question of underground transportation with 
a view to procuring the actual construction 
of underground railways. There has been 
much discussion of this question in the past, 
and from time to time certain plans and 
estimates have been made, but this prelim- 
inary consideration has apparently led no- 
where, except perhaps to a crystallization 
of public opinion in favor of a subway of 
some kind. Definite action is now needed. 

With the reconstruction and rehabilita- 
tion work on surface transportation lines 
well in hand, and with a consistent effort 
now being made to codrdinate and improve 
the elevated railway transportation, it 16 
important that the question of underground 
transportation be immediately taken up and 
determined, so that plans for underground 
transportation facilities may be made to fit 
in with and supplement the already over- 
crowded surface and elevated limes. * 


Favors a Comprehensive System, 

“Tt is not enough to consider the subway 
question as a temporary expedient or as a 
means to relief for the immediate present. 
Having before our eyes the amazingly rapid 
growth of this city and the rapidly changing 
conditions incident to that growth, we Chi- 
cagoans ought to get out of the habit of 
thinking only of today when considering 
problems of this nature. Therefore, it is 
highly important that the possibilities of the 
future, as well as the needs of the present, 
be kept constantly in mind in the considera- 
tion of this subway question. If subways 
are to be made 4 part of our transpo 2 
system the plans for them should 
broad and comprehensive as to provide — 
development and extension to meet condi.

Dowling at last retained Attorney Ander- 
son, who has offices in the Chicago Title and 
Trust building. Dowling told his attorney 
that the Pondelick company was removing 
some of the machinery from the Kinzie 
street factory and that he could get no ac- 
counting from them. 

So Mr. Anderson took the matter as with 
Attorney Tilton and it was arranged that the 
conference, which resulted so seriously, 
should be held at 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
“TI ant ruined. I have lost every dollar I 


penny in the world,” said the inventor in con- 
clusion. 

After the story had been completed Lieut. 
Reed called a patrol wagon and, without 
saying anything to Dowling as to his des 
tination, placed him in charge of two de- 
tectives, who took him to the hospital, where 
Pondelick identified him. 


Inventor’s Accusations Denied. 
In the meantime, Leo Pondelick, brother of 
the injured man and a partner in the manu- 
facturing business which bears his name, 
emphatically denied the charges of irregu- 
larities which were made by the inventor. 
„ Dowling owes us $600, and we do not ex- 
pect to get it,“ he said. “He has changed 
his plans so often that weare unable to man- 
ufacture any of the tools to satisfy him. We 
did everything we could for the man, but it 
was impossible to carry out hig plans.” 
Tilton told his version of fhe shooting to 
his wife at the Frances Willard hospital 
after the bullet had been extracted.

powers conferred upon it in regard to inter- 
state commerce leaves this commerce to be 
regulated not by the state nor yet by the 
congress but by the occasional and neces- 
sarily inadequate and one-sided action of the 
federal judiciary. However upright and able 
a court is, it cannot act constructively; it 
can only act negatively or destructively, as 
an agency of government; and this means 
that the courts are and must always be un- 
able to deal effectively with a problem like 
the present, which requires constructive 
action. ö 

A court can decide what is faulty, but it 
has no power to make better what it thus 
finds to be faulty. There should be an effi- 
cient executive body created with power 
enough to correct abuses and scope enough 
to work out the complex problems that this 
great country has developed, It is not suffi- 
cient objection to say that such a body may 
be guilty of unwisdom or of abuses. Any 
governmental body, whether a court or a 
commission, whether executive, legislative, 
or judicial, if given power enough to enable 
it to do effective work for good, must also 
inevitably receive enough power to make it 
possibly effective for evil. 


Scores Boycott and Blacklist. 

“ A strong effort has been made to have la- 
bor organizatione exempted from any of the 
operations of this law, whether or not their 
acts are in restraint of trade. Such excep- 
tion would in all probability make the bill 
u nstitutional. 

The legislakure has no more right to pass 
a bill without regard to whether it is consti- 
tutional than the courts have lightly to de- 
clare unconstitutional a law which the legis- 
lature has solemnly enacted. The responsi- 
bility is as great on the one side as on the 
other, and an abuse of power by the legisla- 
ture in one direction is equally to be con- 
demned with an abuse of power by the courts 
in the other direction.”’ 

“It is not possible wholly to except labor 
organizations from the workings of this law. 

Those who insist upon totally excepting 
them are merely providing that their status 
shall be kept wholly unchangedand that they 
shall continue to be exposed to the action 
which they now dread. Obviously, an organ- 
ization not formed for profit should not be 
required to furnish statistics in any way as 
complete as those furnished by organizations 
for profit. . 

“So far as labor is engaged in production 
only, its claims to be exempted from the anti- 
trust law are sound. This would substan- 
tially cover the right of laborers to combine. 
to strike peaceably, and to enter into trade 
agreements with the employers. 

But when labor undertakes in a wrongful 
manner to prevent the distribution and sale 
of the products of labor, as by certain forms 
of the boycott, it has left the field of produc- 
tion, and its action may plainly be in re- 


straint of interstate trade and must neces- 


sarily be subject to inquiry, exactly as in the 
case of any other combination for the same 
purpose, so as to determine whether suth 
action is contrary to sound public policy. 


Measures for People, He Says. 


“The heartiest encouragement should 
be given to the wageworkers to form 
labor unions and to enter into agreements 
with their employers: and their right to 
strike, so long as they act peaceably, must 
be preserved. But we should sanction neither 
a boycott nor a blacklist which would ge l- 
legal at Common law. 

The measures i advocate are in the in- 
terest both of decent corporations and of law 
abiding labor unions. They are, moreover, 
preéminently in the interest of the public, 
for, in my judgment, the American people 
have definitely made up their minds that the 
days of the reign of the great law defying and 
law evading corporations are over, and that 
from this time on the mighty organizations 
of capital necessary for the transaction of 
business under modern conditions, while en- 
couraged so long as they act honestly and in 
the interest of the general public, are to be 
subjected to careful supervision and regula- 
tion of a kind so effective as to insure their 
acting in the interest of the people as a 
whole. 

* Allegations are often made to the effect 
laws 
looking to the more effective control of the 
great corporations, upon the ground that 
they will do their work well without such 
control. I call your attention to the accom- 
panying copy of a report just submitted by 
Nathan Matthews, chairman of the finance 
commission, to the mayor and city council 
of Boston, relating to certain evil practices 
of various corporations which have been 
bidders for furnishing to the city iron and 
steel. 


Dishonest. Eastern Combinations. 


“This report shows that there have been ex- 
tensſve combinations formed among the va- 
rious corporations whic}have business with 
the city of Boston, including, for instance, a 
caréfully planned combination embracing 
practically all the firms and corporations en- 
gaged in structural steel work in New Eng- 
land. This combination included substan- 
tially all the local concerns, and many of 
the largest corporations in the United States, 
engaged in manufacturing or furnishing 
etructural steel for use in any part of New 
England, it affected the states, the cities, ani 
towns, the railroads and street railways, and 
generally all persons having occasion to use 
iron or steel for any purpose in that section 
of the country. In regard to the city of Bos- 
ton the combination resulted in parceling 
out the work by collusive .bids, plainly dis- 
honest, and supported by false affirmations 

„ have submitted this report to the de- 
partment of justice for investigation and for 
actién if action shall prove practicable. 

“Surely such a state of affairs as that 
above set forth emphasizes the need of fur- 
ther federal legislation, not merely because 
of the material benefits such legislation will 
obtain but above ail because this federal ac- 
tlon should be part, and a large part, of the 
campaign to waken our people as a whole to 
a lively and effective condemnation of the 
low standard of morality implied in such con- 
duct on the part of great business concerns 


Marauder Baron Modernized. 


“But among the many kinds of evil, so- 
cial, industrial, and political, which it is 
our duty as a nation sternly to combat, there 
is none at the same time more base and 
more dangerous than the greed which treats 
the plain and simple rules of honesty with 
cynical contempt if they interfere with mak- 
ing a profit; and as a nation we cannot be 
held guiltiess if we condone such action. 
The man who preaches hatred of wealth 
honestly acquired, who inculcates envy and 
jealousy and slanderous III will toward those 
of his fellows who by thrift, energy, and in- 
dustry have become men of means, is a 
menace to the community. But his counter- 
part in evil is to be found in that particular 
kind of multimillionaire who is almost the 
least enviable, and is ce y one of the 
least admirable, of all our citizens; a man 
of whom it has been well said that his face 
has grown hard and cruel while his body has 
grown soft; whose son is a fool and his 
daughter a foreign princess; whose nominal 
pleasures are at best those of a tasteless and 
extravagant luxury; and whose real de- 
light, whose real life work, is the accumu- 
lation and use of power in its most sordid 
and least elevating form. 

“In the chaos of an absolutely unrestrict- 
ed commercial individualism, under modern 
conditions, this is a t that becomes 
prominent as imevitably as the marauder 
baron became prominent in the 
chaos of the dark ages. We are striving for 
legislation to minimize the abuses which 
give this type its flourishing prominence,

Speaker Declines to Let Re-| 
publican Caucus Consider | 


Tariſf on Paper. 
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NORRIS SHOWS UP TRUST. 


Continues Testimony. Before the 
House Committee on Methods 
of the Manufacturers. ae ea 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Special.]—As 
a means of obtaining a demonstration of the 
attitude of the house republicans in regard to 
the removal of the tariff on white print paper 
and wood pulp, Speaker Cannon has been re- 
quested by members of the publishers’ com- 
mittee who are in Washington to allow the 
Stevens bill to be informally discussed at a 
conference ot the majority members soon to 
be held for the primary purpose of determin- 
ing the course to be pursued on the currency 
measure. 

Speaker Cannon has emphatically refused 
to entertain the project. He asserts that the 
discussion of tariff on paper products shall 
not be taken up at the conference. 

Congressman Mann's committee, says the 
speaker, has been assigned the duty of inves- 
tigating the paper industry in all its phases, 
both as regards the trust methods of causing 
an alleged undue raise in prices and the effect 
of the present existing tariff schedules on 


them. 
Cannon Will Squelch It. 


Until Mr. Mann's committee finishes its 
investigations. makes its deductions, and 
renders its report to the house, there will be 
no tariff discussion, informal or otherwise, 
at a conference of house republicans if Mr. 
Cannon can head it off, and certain it is that 
he is an effective squelcher of anything in 
the house procedure that does not run ac- 
cording to the decrees of the leaders. 

The publishers will be compelled to con- 
fine their efforts for removal of the paper 
tariff to the Mann committee for the present 
at least. There is to be an early conference 
of house republicans, but the deliberations 
will be confined to currency, according to the 
speaker's decree of today. 

In order to continue the enlightenment of 
the select committee assigned to investigate 
the paper industry as to the methods of the 
peper manufacturers in dealing with the 
newspaper publishers, Medill McCormick, 
chairman of the committee from the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ association, to- 
day sent telegrams to twenty or thirty pub- 
listers throughout the country, requesting 
them to appear in Washington and testify 
before the committee as to their personal ex- 
periences with the trust. 

The committee has signified a desire to hear 
the publishers’ own experiences, and to 
learn something direct from them as to con- 
tracts, prices, and deliveries. 


Committee Hears Mr. Norris. 


Names of 205 newspapers published in 
every state of the union. which in the last two 
years have been forced to pay from $2 to 
$17 more a ton by the paper trust, were given 
to the house committee today. 

John Norris of the American Newspaper 
association's paper committee presented the 
list and gave evidence tending to show that 
there has been unity of action among paper 
mills in the matter of fixing the price of 
paper as well as an understanding that none 
of them shall sel] to the customer of another; 
that contracts for paper could not be ob- 
tained for a period longer than one year, 
and that the mills fad arbitrarily shut down 
or restricted their output. 


Mann Disagrees with Witness. 

Mr. Norris’ statement of a variation in the 
price of paper of from $2 a ton to $17 a ton 
induced Mr. Mann to make the assertion 
that it disclosed just the reverse of the con- 
tention that there is a combination to main- 
tain uniform prices. 

“You are making the claim,“ remarked 
Mr. Mann, “that the paper manufacturers 
have entered into a combination by which 
they absolutely control the price of paper 
throughout the country, and thereupon you 
present to us a list of increases in prices 
wh h vary from $2 *o $17 a ton. 

On its face,“ he declared, that would 
not seem to indicate anything of a combina- 
tion to regulate the price.“ Mr. Mann said 
that a combination to regulate the price of’ 
anything meant some sort of uniformity. 
„Tris, he said, would seem to be directly 
the reverse of your proposition.“ 


Try to Make Uniform Price. 


Mr. Norris insisted that the paper com- 
panies were attempting to establish a uni- 
form price for everybody on the basis of 
$2.50 a hundred pounds and that in the last 
year many contracts had been readjusted at 
prices up to $2.20, because, he said, two years 
ago they made five year contracts with Pitts- 
burg, Buffalo, and Chicago papers, whereby 
at the end of one or two years there would be 
a readjustment of the price. That read- 
justment,’’ he asserted, “‘ has taken place.“ 

„Ik,“ said Mr. Mann, you desire us to 
believe that these increases were for the 
purpose of equalizing prices or raising prices 
to a certain figure, you owe it to us to present 
some testimony on that subject.“ 

Mr. Norris readily responded that he would 
do so, and remarked that Chairman Mann 
was anticipating what was coming in that 
direction.. 


Manufacturers Will Testify. 

Chairman Mann announced the receipt of 
a letter from President Burbank of the In- 
ternational Paper company expressing his 
complete willingness to send to Washington 
„Suitable officials with full information re- 
garding affairs of this company, as you will 
be apt to wish.“ 

With the consent of the committee Chair- 
man Mann replied by telegraph, saying the 
committee would be glad to have any offi- 
cials or interested persons at the hearing, 
and that the committee was desirous of ob- 
taining the fullest information possible. He 
added that the committee would be pleased 
to have the International Paper company 
appear immediately after the testimony of 
the publishers’ association shall have been 
completed. 

Chairman Mann then stated that it was 
the committee’s desire to have each of the 
publishers now here testify as to his per- 
sonal knowledge of the several matters com- 
plained of. :

Replies of Newspapers Given. 


Mr. Norris submitted to the committee a 
large number of replies of newspapers to the 
query: Have agents or mills withdrawn 
quotations previously made to you, or have 
they neglected or refused to quote prices 
to you, or have they changed previous of- 
fers?’ These replies all tended to show that 
some paper companies had declined to make 
offers, others had withdrawn or changed 
their quotations, and others had announced 
their product entirely sold. Several hundred 
publishers told how they had observed unity 
of action on the part of the paper compa- 
nies. 

In the case of the Chicago Daily Journal 
it was stated that no broker or representa- 
tive of any paper mill had called om that 
paper since June 1, 1906, to quote prices or 
ask for their business. “It has seemed to 
us, the Journal wrote, that there is an 
understanding that we are the Sheboygan's 
customer and will have to stick to that mill.“ 
Efforts to obtain prices elsewhere, the Jour- 
nal wrote, were without avail. 


Will Divulge the Understanding. 

“Do you understand,” asked Mr. Sims, 
“from that statement that they left the 
impression that the other companies, ex- 
cept the Sheboygan, were refusing to quote 
because they knew the Sheboygan had made 
quotations?” 

We distinctly allege,“ Mr. Norris replied, 
“that these people had understandings, and 
we will give statements where they have | 
been told that they were the customers of 
one mill and that no other mill would bid.” 

Mr. Norris also showed that practically 
every member of the association had been 
refused contracts for more than one year 
and that in some instances publishers had 
been forced to live from hand to mouth 
in the matter of their paper supply. 

The witness presemted a statement of the 
latest price of paper reported to the associa- 
tion by 155 newspapers, ranging from 388 
down to $41.80 a ton. 

It was not altogether accurate, said Mr. 
Norris, to say that as a rule the large news- 
papers have been able to buy their paper 
supply at less cost than the small papers: 
because the.small paper could get the net 
benefit of competition between thirty or 
forty small milis, while in the case of the 
big papers this competition was restricted 
by the smallness of the number of mills 
capable of manufacturing in individual quan- 
tities sufficient to supply the large users. 


Uniform Raise Is Contemplated. 


Asked by Mr. Mann to explain the varia- 
tion between $2 and $17 a ton, Mr. Morris 
said that it was in furtherance of a deter- 
mination that there was to be established a 
uniform raise in price to $2.50 per hundred.

Washington, D. C., April 27.—[Special.}— 
The proposals which European powers 
were preparing to make for international 
action for the suppression of anarchy have 
not been presented to the government of the 
United States as a restit of the indifference 


congress is displaying with respect to the 
recommendations contained in the recent 
ssage tranemitted by the president. It 
had been hoped that further restrictive 
m es would be placed. upon the etatute 
— of this country which would have en- 
abled the president to arrange treaties with 
all nations whereby a concerted movement 
ageinst anarchists and their propaganda 
could be carried on. 

It will be recalled that Russia and Ger- 
many presented an identical note to this 
government in 1901 proposing united action 
“against the menace of anarchy,” but as 
at that time there was no authority for 
adopting the steps suggested, the president 
was compelled to rafer the matter to the at- 
tention of congress. A law was passed deal- 
ing with the subject, but it was not sufficient- 
ly comprehensive to enable the participation 
by the executive branch of the government 
in the police measures contemplated by the 
European powers. 


Russians Resent Implications. 


If congress should carry out the recent 
recommendations of President Roosevelt it is 
stated by diplomats that their governments 
will be glad to renew the proposals submitted 
In 1901, with the result that a concerted 
movement for the suppression of anarchy 
would be inaugurated. 

A letter from a correspondent in St. Pe- 
tersburg indicates the view taken by Rus- 
sians of the operations of anarchists in the 
United States. ; 

“It is highly amusing to us Russians, the 
correspondent says, to read of the anarch- 
ists in America just at this time. We are 
indignant over the fact that the American 
press persists in calling the men implicated 
in the outrages Russians. That man Aver- 
buch, whose conduct deserves universal con- 
demnation, is a Russian subject but not a 
Russian. It seems like the irony of fate that 
he should be a Jew from Kisheneff. You 
rer.ember the denunciatione which the 
American people visited upon the Rubsian 
government and the petitions they sent to 
the emperor for better treatment for the 
Russian Jews. We have noted (with what 
feelings I shall not confess) that the bomb 
thrower of Union square, New York, also 
was a Jew.

„% Everything in America is a repetition of 
what has happened in Russia—Emma Gold- 
man forbidden to speak and arrested for 
attempting to do 80; anarchistic papers 
throttled; agitation to prevent the sale of 
deadly weapons; the assertion on the part 
ot anarchists that the attempt on Chief of 
Police Shippy and the bomb thrower at Union 
square were putup jobs by the police, etc.

The appeal was heeded, 
because Queen Maud, who is the favorite 
daughter of King Edward of Great Britain, 
made an earnest appeal to her father for 
action. King Edward thereupon induced 
the various powers to arrange the treaty. 


Move to Block Russia. 
Probably Great Britain was influenced in 
acting in this matter also by its desire not 
to permit.either Russia or Germany to ac- 
quire Norwegian territory. Europe long has 
moved to block Russia's effort to obtain an 
outlook upon the Atlantic ocean. The 
Russo-Japanese war demonstrated J 1 
purpose to stop the further progress o 4 
sia toward an open port upon the Pacific. 
Despite centuries of earnest effort Russia 
still lacks unrestricted access to the Med- 
iterranean, 

More than half a century ago a treaty 
was signed by the united kingdom of Norway 
and Sweden with France and Great Britain 
which guaranteed the integrity of the Scan- 
dinavian peninsula. This treaty, which 
stated in ‘its preamble that it was made in 
consequence of the desire “ to prevent every 
application of a nature to disturb the Euro- 
pean equilibrium '’—that is to say, to pre- 
vent Russia from extending its control over 
any part of Norway and Sweden—bound the 
ruler of the two kingdoms not to cede to Rus- 
sia nor to permit that country to occupy any 
part of his domain. 


Bar to Germany’s Influence. 

Great Britain and France bound themselves 
to aid the king to resist Russian pretenses 
and aggression. Russia is a party to the 
new convention guaranteeing the independ- 
ence of Norway, and its willingness to sign 
the compact grows out of the purpose to 
prevent Norway from falling under the in- 
tiuence of Germany. Since the Franco- 
Prussian war Germany has bécome a great 
military and naval power, and has been ered- 
ited with designs upon a Norwegian port. 
By a provision of the new treaty Norway is 
authorized to make special agreements with 
Sweden and Denmark for the preservation 
of its integrity, the apparent purpose being 
to deprive the instrument of the sting which 
it otherwise would inflict upon Swedish 
pride. 

In the present state of feeling between the 
three Scandinavian kingdoms there is no 
possibility of reunion. The matter is of mo- 
ment to Europe, because through the guar- 
anty of the integrity of Norway the chance 
of the Baltic sea becoming either a Russian 
or German lake has become more remote.

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tions which may be created by rapid growth 
and by shifting of population centers. 

“In the downtown business district és- 
pecially plans for subways should provide 
for the solution of several other problems, 
each one important in itself. The city needs 
a high pressure water system for protection 
against fire. A sewer system downtown 
should be constructed at the earliest possible 
date, present sewers being sadly inadequate 
in this age of high buildings. Water mains 
for ordinary service in many places down- 
town, if not in all, should be replaced. Pro- 
vision must also be made for all kinds of 
underground work, such as telephone and 
telegraph wires, gas pipes, electric light 
wires, etc. All of these questions should be 
taken up along with the larger subway prob 
fem, so that when subways are constructed it 
will be unnecessary ever again to tear up 
for any purpose the streets in which subways 
are located. 

“ Therefore, I would respectfully recom- 
mend that the entire subject matter outlined 
in thie communication be referred to the com- 
mittee on local transportation, and that said 
committtee be directed to take up these 
various questions at once with a view 
to arriving at definite conclusions 
and recommendations to your honor- 
able body; also that said . commit- 
tee on local transportation be authorized to 
employ and pay for out of said committee's 
appropriation such expert assistance as may 
be required in the consideration and deter- 
mination of these questions.” 

The message was duly referred to that com- 
mittee, and Chairman Foreman announced 
@ meeting of the body for next Thursday at- 
ternoon. 

For an Unobstructed River. 

In the matter of the conetruction of new 
bridges the oounell sent to the commissioner 
of public works and ite own committee on 
rivers, harbors, and bridges this communica- 
tion, which the mayor forwarded, from the 


commission now considering the harbor ne- | 


eessities and facilities of Chicago: 
he Hon. Fred A. Busse, Mayor: In View 
of the facts already presented to your harbor 
commission, it is\the belief of its members 
that a free channel of at least 200 feet at all 
points is vital to the interests of naviga- 
tion of the river and of Chicago's commerce. 
Your commission accordingly begs leave to 
suggest that the influence and authority of 
the city re be used to prevent the 
construction of any new bridges with abut- 
ments projecting into the river channel in- 
terfering with this full width.

Wants Figures on City's Light. 

Mayor Busse touched on a sore spot in his 
‘message regarding the municipal lighting 
plant. For years it has been customary to 
claim that the city manufactured its own 
light cheaper than did lighting companies, 
but it never had the figures.to prove it, and 
consequently the claim has been the cause of 
continued controversy. Believing that if a 
city is in any kind of a manufacturing busi- 
‘nese it ought to know what its plant is worth 


and what the output costs, he asked for au- 


thority to employ experts to find out, giving 
his reasons as follows: 

„he city of Chicago has been in the elec- 
tric Mghting business for about twenty years, 
yet I have been unable to acquire from the 
eity records exact information as to the mu- 
nicipal lighting plant's value or the cost of 
the electric lighting which the city does for 
dtself. ‘Lhe records simply show from year to 
year the cash appropriated and expended for 
material and labor in the maintenance and 
operation of the electric lighting plants. No 

attempt has been made apparently to ascer- 
‘tain the exact cost. The city should know 
how much its municipally owned and oper- 
ated utilities are costing and how much it has 
invested in such undertakings.“ 

The request was sent to the finance commit- 
tee and the recommendation for a municipal 
museum went with it.

provided for in its franchise. The confer- 
ence will begin this morning at 10 o'clock, 
and the managers of the telephone company 
will undertake to show that the service is 
as good as can be expected, and if it isn’t 
it is due to the fact that business is falling 
off to an alarming extent. They will repre- 
sent they are installing the phones as rap- 


-idly as possible. X 


“Hard Times, Says Hibbard. 

“The hard times have struck the tele- 
phone companies,” declared General Man- 
ager.4. S. Hibbard yesterday. We are not 
doing the business we should by 200,000 calls 
a day. People are taking telephones out 
and reducing the number of calls. The serv- 
ice should be better than ever, for we are 
cutting down the force by letting the inex- 
perienced operators go.“ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel E. C. Wet- 
ten will give an Opinion of the right of the 
telephone company to charge a $2 a month 
rate for duplicate generators. 

Just what this opinion will be no one around 
the corporation counsel's office was willing 
to state. It is known in a general way, 
however, that Mr. Brundage takes the posi- 
tion that the telephone company under its 
franchise should give subscribers the best 
possible service that may be afforded by the 
most improved equipment. If this principle 
is adhered to it simply means knocking out 
the excess charge of $24 a year with which 
all large institutions are taxed. It is pretty 
certain this will be the result. 


Write Letters of Complaint. 

Some of the letters of complaint to Mr. 
Brundage follow: E. B. Voynow. a jewel- 
er at 72 East Madison street, writes: 

“I have had a 5 cent telephone in my 
residence for the last four years I moved 
The company refused point 
blank to transfer the phone, giving the 
reason that it had no facilities in that neigh- 
borhood for a 5cent phone. I was offered & 
10 cent phone instead.“ 

T. C. Chamberlain, 1668 West Chicago 
avenue, wrote that he had been unable to 
get a 5 cent telephone, but had been informed 
he could have one at the higher rate. 

H. Florsheim, 1660 Barry avenue, wrote 
Mr. Brundage that he had vainly tried for 
four months to get the company to install a 
5 cent phone at his residence. The company 
was willing to install a 10 cent rate phone, 
which caused Mr. Florsheim to write: 

“I think this holdup game has gone far 
enough.“

One 
of the fundamental principles we endeavored 
to follow was to get rid of the equipment 
charges. 


Too Much Work, Declare Girls. 


Twenty-four operators and four super- 
visors of the Chicago Telephone company 
held a meeting on Sunday and drafted a list 
of complaints against the officials, which 
they sent to THe Trisune. They declare 
they are not to blame for the inferior serv- 
i¢e; that 400 of the best operators have been 
laid off and replaced by others at from $25 
to $35 a month less. 

They assert also that forty supervisors 
have been reduced to the ranks of the oper- 
ators and the remaining supervisors have 
more work than they can do, and the service 
correspondingly suffers. Complaint also is 
made of a humillating system of espionage 
to which the operators are said to be sub- 
jected} all of which is denied by the com- 
pany. 

Traffic Manager Foster said that some of 


the inexperienced operators had been laid 


off because of the falling off in business and 
the supervisors had been reduced for the 
game reason. A year ago last month there 
were 184 resignations from the company, and 
last month only thirty-one operators re- 
signed, indicating, the company says, that 
the girls are anxious to hold fast to their 
jobs. 


Complaints Against Phone Company. 

At the meeting of the city council in the 
evening Ald. Moynihan entered a number of 
complaints against the present practices of 
the Chicago Telephone company and asked 
that the committee on gas, old, and electric 
light investigate and correct them. 

He asserted that.toll- bills were now ren- 
dered to subscribers. of neighborhood ex- 
changes, of which there are many in his 
ward—the Ninth—in a lump sum instead of 
being itemized as they were before the recent 
ordinance was passed, This led to numerous 
disputes ag to the correctness of the bills and 
prevented the subscriber from properly 
checking them up. Also that since the ordi- 
nance was passed the company had omitted 
the neighborhood exchanges from its tele- 
phone directories; also that it now refused to 
print neighborhood exchange directories. 

The purpose of the company is supposed to 
be to make the neighborhood exchanges un- 
popular and drive all the subscribers to the 
higher priced general phones. 


CONVICTED SLAYER SET FREE. 


Supreme Judges Decide Municipal Court 
Has No Jurisdiction in Cases Trans- 
ferred from Criminal Branch. 


State's Attorney Healy yesterday received 
word that the Supreme court had reversed 
the case of Rudolph Jonas, convicted of 
manslaughter, and ordered his discharge. 

Jonas was found guilty of pushing Albert 
Woerckel into the river at La Salle street 
July 20, 1906. The men quarreled over labor 
troubles. 

The Jonas case is the first in which the Sy- 
preme court has decided that the Municipal 
court has no jurisdiction in transferred 
cases from the Criminal court. 

Under this ruling the fifty-nine convicted 
murderers and thieves, whose cases were 
remanded at the same time the Jonas case 
was, could have obteined their liberty. This 
danger was averted. however, by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Baybour, who induced most 
of the men to plead guilty and accept sen- 
tences in the houge of correction or bride- 
well.

ASKS FOR DETAILS OF FAULTS 
FOUND IN COUNTY BUILDING. 


William Grace Company, Contractors, 
Reply to Board of Commissioners’ 
Letters and Renew Demand for Cash. 


The Cook agunty Wente received a letter 
yesterday from the William Grace company, 
contractors of the new County building, in 
reply to a notice from the board through the 
architects, Holabird & Roche, that much of 
the cabinet work in the County building Was 
not according to contract. The Grace com- 
pany, in its reply, asked that it be informed 
in detail as to the fault found with the work. 
The letter then continues: 

We assert that you have accepted all of 
the work, and that all our HMability in re- 
spect to the same has ceased, except that 
covered by our guarantee for — eighteen 
months. 

“ The period of thirty days after the pres- 


entation of our final bill has expired, and | 


we have the right to expect to get our money 
without further delay. Our bills show that 
you are still owing us in excess of $800,000, 
and yet for the last seven months you have 
refused to pay us a single dollar, except a 
small payment of $22,000 made to us over 
five months ago. We believe we are entitled 
to better treatment.“ 

We are not holding up any of the William 
Grace company’s money,” said President 
Busse. We are simply compelled to delay 
payment because we have been given notice 
not to pay by the subcontractors in mechan- 
ics’ lien proceedings.” 

The letter of the Grace company was re- 
ferred to the committee on the new court- 
house, which in turn referred it to the archi 
tects of the county board, Holabird & Roche, 
for report back to the board. 

The board is considering the letting of bids 
for printing the $2,000,000 county infirmary 
bonds. Bids were received by the board yes- 
terday, the lowest being $517 and the highest 
$1,900. The New York stock exchange re- 
qvires steel engraving on a certain quality 
of bond paper, and it is a question whether 
the work promised by the lower bidders will 
be acceptable to it. The board will investi- 
gate, and if it is found that the cheaper firms 
are acceptable to Chicago brokers it will rec- 
ommend that the lowest bidder be awarded 
the contract.

The motive, the officers alleged, was 
robbery. James Farmer and his wife, neigh- 
bors of the Brennans, are under arrest. 

The Brennan home, which wag in the wife's 
name, wastransferred last October to Farm- 
er for the conBideration of $2,106. Brennan 
claimed he was not a party to the transfer 
and that his wife had denied to him she had 
executed suth a deed.

Traction Men Alleged to Have 
Influenced Jurors with 
Hatter’s Aid. 


New York, April 27.—[{Special.J—At the 
hearing on the Jerome charges before Com- 
missioner Richard L. Hand today vouchers 
were put in evidence which, In the opinion 
of the King committee's attorney, cinch the 
charges of jury fixing and bribery of court 
attendants which have been e against 
the Metropolitan Street railway company. 

Some of these vouchers show “ queer” 
payments by the Metropolitan in some of the 
cases in which William H. Tillinghast con- 
fessed he had accepted bribes as a juror.

The vouchers further bear out the Tilling-

tendants and clerks hats. The vouchers 
show that Mr. Knox also “ rendered serv- 
ces in Kings, Queens, Westchester.

Lean, he refused them any share of the ran- 
som.

James C. Cannon, the next speaker, was 
presented in his dual capacity as the head 
of two administrative bodies, the clearing 
house committee of New York City and the 
religious work committee of the international 
body of the associatioin. His address in part 
was as follows: 

I am to speak to you this evening on the 
‘Commercial Value of the Young Men's 
Christian Association.’ The commercial value 
of the Young Men’s Christian association 
is largely due to the fact that it ministers to 
both the outside man and the inside man. 

We are suffering today in the business 
world from an ovérdevelopment of the out- 
side man. We have polished him with dollars; 
we have bought him three suits of clothes 
where only one was necessary. We have 
given him all sorts ot fanciful apparel; and 
we have thought that by dressing this out- 
side man up and making him look well we 
were doing a great thing for the country. We 
have lately discovered that slime and mud 
get on the best dressed outside man, and we 
have seen some of them go down into the 
ditch. 

“We all know what a living lie just an 
cutside man is, and any nation, no matter 
how great it may be, that does not cater to 
the inside man ag Well as to the outside man 
will certainly degenerate. We all know this. 
It’s the inner life that makes us really the 
live men that we are. Justilet us livefor the 
outside man and see on what shore our bark 
will strand. 

„Now. as I have said, the commercial value 
of the Young Men'e Christian association 
lies in the fact that it recognizes the ex- 
istence of the outside man and the inside 
man and shows them their right relation to 
each other, and by so doing rounds out men’s 
lives and makes them better men for you 
and me to deal with. The association puts 
the emphasis where it belongs in thie life 
of ours.’

Make Record for Amer- 
jean Navy. 


LEAVE FRISCO JULY 7. 


Santa Barbara’s Flower Festival 
Feature of Entertainment on 
the Pacific Coast. 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—A total of ap- 
proximately 42,500 miles will have been cov- 
ered by the Atlantic battleship fleet when 
it arrives at Hampton roads on Feb. 22 next, 
according to the estimates made by the naval 
officials. 

The distance to be covered for the voyage 
of the fleet from San Francisco to the Philip- 
pines, thence to China and Japan and back 
to Manila is 16,218 miles. The longest lap of 
this distance is that from Honolulu to Auck- 
land, 3,850 miles, said by naval officials to 
be the greatest steaming distance ever made 
by a battleship fleet in the American navy 
without stopping for coal. This will require 


slightly over sixteen days, and during about 


‘six days of that time the department expects 
to be in touch with the fleet through wireless. 
One of the colliers and two of the supply 
ships will stop at Samoa for coal and the 
battleship Illinois, which under ordinary 
circumstances cannot carry enough fuel to 
steam 4,000 miles, will store coal in bags 
on deck. 


Will Leave Golden Gate July 7. 

According to the itinerary, the fleet will 
leave San Francisco July 7. arrive at Hono- 
lulu July 16, remain seven days; arrive at 
Auckland Aug. 9, remain six days; arrive at 
Sydney Aug. 20, remain seven days; arrive at 
Melbourne Aug. 29, remain seven days; ar- 
rive at Albany, Australia, for coal, Sept. 11, 


remain six days; arrive at Philippines Oct. 1. 


remain nine days; arrive at Yokohama Oct. 
17, remain seven days. 

At Yokohama the fleet will be divided, the 
first squadron going to Manila and scheduled 
to reach there Oct. 31. The second squadron 
will go to Amoy, reaching there Oct. 29, and, 
after a stay of six days, will go to Manila, 
reaching there Nov. 7. 


Flower Festival Begins. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., April 27.—Santa Bar- 
bara's flower festival in honor of the At- 
lantic fleet of battleships began today with 
a floral parade and battle of flowers on the 
ocean boulevard and Plaza del Mar. The 
spectacie was in full view of the sixteen 
ships anchored in the roads. Gayly decorat- 
ed equipages, laden with thousands of hlos- 
soms, magnificent floats, artistically de- 
signed, automobiies hidden in masses of rare 
blooms, costumed horsemen, and marching 
bodies and a reduced brigade of sailors passed 
in review at the plaza. The ocean side 
of the boulevard was left open, but on 
the land side long stands were erected 
for the accommodation of thousands of visi- 
tors. The floral parade was one of the fea- 
tures of the entertainment. 

After all of the equipages had passed in 
review and encircled the boulevard the sig- 
nal to countermarch was given and the 
battle of flowers began. The occupants of 
the floats and carriages were bombarded 
with bouquets from the grand stands and 
“gave the enemies in the forts” a live- 
ly fusillade. Scores of pretty girls served 
in the capacity of powder monkeys in 
the grandstand, bringing in new supplies of 
bouquets whenever required,

The real danger of such a debate ae that 
which took place in the senate today lay in 
the reports of it which surely will be sent 
officially to other nations. In the diplomatic 
gallery sat a representative of the Japanese 
embassy: Just how accurate his knowledge 
of English may be no one can know. It 
would not be extraordinary if he should 
catch a chance expression of unfriendliness 
which might do an immense amount of harm, 
There ‘is scarcely any doubt that by this 
time a cable dispatch already is on its way 
to Japan informing the emperor's govern- 
ment that certain senators had hinted that 
their desire for four battleships was duato 
the possibility of hostilities between the 
United States and Japan. 


Majority a Peace Plea. 

In the same gallery among the other diplo- 
mats sat James Bryce, the shrewd old am- 
bassador from Great Britain. Theauthor of 
“The American Commonwealth under- 
standes the vagaries and surprises of Amer- 
ican politics well enough to be tolerant of the 
eccentricities of the debate, but some of the 
European attachés who dropped into and out 
of the diplomatic gallery during the debate 
evidently attached a great deal more impor- 
tance to the talk than it justified. 

For this reason, the large majority was a 
source of gratification to the elder senators, 
because they believed it would be a notice 
to the foreign countries of the peaceful in- 
tentions of the United States toward Japan, 
as well as to all other nations. 

Of the fifty senators who voted against the 
four ships, thirty-two were republicans and 
eighteen were democrats. All but four of the 
twenty-three senators who voted for the 
president's program were republicans. 


Older Senators Aid Increase. 

As previously stated, President Roosevelt 
was satisfied some time ago that congress 
would, under no circumstances, in view of the 
financia! situation, vote for more than two 


battleships. He wanted four and sent in a | 


special message, urging the necessity for 
them. The development of the debate today, 
however, was really a source of gratification 
to the president and to those senators who 
have acted with him. 

They lay a great deal of stress upon the fact 
that a number of the older senators, who 
have 4 great deal to do with the conduct of 
affairs in the upper house of congress, during 
the course of the running debate practically 
pledged themselves to the program of build- 
ing two ships every year. 

Such a program as that would be gsatisfac- 
tory to the president and to the general board 
of the navy. In fact, it would involve a rate 
of construction for battleships which after 
a while would tax the resources of ship- 
builders. 

Preside zt Wants Steady Growth. 

In discussing the situation some time ago, 
after he had sent in his special message, the 
president declared that he did not care to 
build up the navy by fits and starts, but that 
he was firmly convinced that we ought to 
have a definite program involving a regular 
growth. The president indicated that he 
would be more than satisfied with a steady 
increase of two battleships every year, pro- 
vided they were of the newest and largest 
type. 

One congress cannot bind another, so that 
it is impossible to agree that two battleships 
shall be authorized every year. 

So many senatora pledged themselves 50 
this annual program during the debate té- 
day that the president and those who have 
been acting with him are entirely satisfied. 

VICTORY FOR PRESIDENT SEEN. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., April 27.—Two battle- 
ships in a year is what President Roosevelt 
says he has accomplished through his fight 
for his naval, program. Had he been vic- 
torious in having four such ships authorized 
at this session the United States could have 
@ictated terms of disarmament to the na- 
tions of the world. 

This statement, made tonight, is under- 
stood to reveal the president's source of 
strength in the naval fight which has been 
waged so strenuously. Furthermore, two 
ships this year, with the promise of two ships 
each year to follow, which the president has 
accepted as a bona fide stipulation on the 
part of the senate, means simply a program 
which will place the United States in the. 
fromt rank of naval progression but which 
falls to place it in the position of dictating a 
cessation of naval aggression. 

The president believes in the ability of the 
United States to dictate the naval policy of 
the world in the future through demonstra- 
tion of ability to overwhelmingly outstrip 
rival construction.

He broke about even in the first and 


JACK JOHNSON IN ENGLAND © ~ 
SEEKING BATTLE WITH BURNS. 
Colored Heavyweight Offers Champion | 


Two-thirds of Purse and Offers to 
Bet $2,500 on Bout's Length. ', 


LONDON, April 27.—Jack Johnson, the colored 
heavyweight pugilist, accompanied by his man- 
ager; Fitzpatrick, arrived here from New Tork 
this evening. 

. The Americans immediately visited the Na- 
tienal Sporting club and the sporting newspa- 
pers and issued a challenge to Tommy Burns, the 
heavy weight champion, to fight anywhere, for any 
purse acceptable, to Burns. Johnson went fur- 
ther than this, and offered to bet Burns $2,500 that 
he would stop him in twenty rounds. In addition 
he offers Burns two-thirds of any purse that is 
put up for the contest. These terms cannot be 
published in England, as the law prohibits any 
thing but boxing contests limited to twenty rounds. 

Burns has been holding out in previous nego- 
tiations for $30,000, win, lose, or draw—a sum 
larger than any syndicate has yet appeared will- 
ing to offer. Johnson appears anxious te meet 
Burns, but there has deen so much cross firing 
that it seems doubtful if the two men come to- 


ever, that a chub that has just teen organized in 
Paris may raise esuffictent money to induce Burns 
to go into the ring with the colored heavyweight. 

Burne also visited the National Sporting club 
this evening, but did not meet Johnson. He fore- 
stalled the latter by depositing $5,000 for a meet- 
ing with the negro.

Reform should be carried further than 
that. It is manifest that the state board 
of charities would be a more efficient 
body if it had some power. It has none. 
It can only inspect and then advise or 
protest. There has not been sufficient in- 
spection in the past, which may de 
ascribed to the fact that some of the 
members of the board have always been 
busy men who could not give the state 
much of their time. What they did give 
they gave without compensation. | 

Some states have boards of contro] 
which actually control. They have done 
away altogether with local boards and 
find that the entire concentration of man- 
agement works admirably... Other states 
have not gone so far as that. New York 
has a state commission of control but 
retains the resident trustees. Indiana 
has a separate bi-partisan board for each 
institution with the euperintendent as the 
responsible head, all being supervised by 
a board of state charities. There are few 
complaints in elther state of the manage- 
ment of the institutions. 

It is argued by some that a system of 
government which works well in Iowa or 
Wiseonsin would not work well in a 
larger state like New York or Illinois, 
and that this state should not discard the 
local boards of trustees. In the past 
those boards have been of little value ex- 
cept for political purposes, and that may 
be the reason why some wish to retain 
them. 

Local boards would be of service if 
made up of men who would devote them- 
selves conscientiously to their work, but 
it is not always easy to find such men. 
A governor who did not enjoy the hand- 
ing out of offices would rather dispense 
with the local boards and have a paid 
board of control. It would not be diffi- 
cult for him to find the small number of 
capable men needed to compose it, while 
it might take him some time to get the 
best men for a number of small boards. 
It should be more gratifying to a gor- 
ernor to have responsibility concentrated 
as regards the institutions than to have it 
scattered. 

It would be better to do away with 
the local boards, but if the legislature 
shall conclude to retain them it should at 
least give to the board of contro! it ought 
ta create a liberal measure of authority. 
It should be given. so much authority 
that it would be unable to evade responsi- 


ered in any of the institutions. 


DISARMAMENT. 

A difference of opinion, arising out of 
a business transaction involving the size 
of an orange, on Sunday resulted in a 
shooting affray worthy of frontier days. 
Fortunately none of the participants in 
the debate was so thoroughly convinced 
as to be in the morgue this morning, but 
two received arguments which may prove 
conclusive within a few hours or days. 

The incident will remind the public that 
a deadly weapon ordinance recently was 
passed by the city council and is now 
doubtless in process: of rigid enforcement 
by the police department. The object of 
the ordinance is to make it more difficult 
for men who ought not to have deadly 
weapons to get them in the future. The 
pumber of men who already have them 
and use them on the slightest provocation 
is alarmingly large. There ought to be 
something done in the way of disarming 
the people who go around loaded down 
with knives and pistols. It may not be 
improper to express the pious hope that 
the size of the job will not discourage 
the authorities. Also it may be suggested 
that the districts and classes where and 
with whom disarmament might well begin 
seem fairly plain. 


VACCINATION IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The decision of the IIlinois Supreme 
court in the case of the People ex rel. 
Louise Jenkins vs. The Board of Educa- 
tion leaves an important question open. 
M is to be hoped it will not be left open 
long. The question is this: 

Has the legislature power to make vac- 
eination a condition precedent to attend- 
ance upon the public schools? 

From the decision of the Supreme court 
it now seems settled that the police power 
will support éxclusion or rules and regu- 
lations. providing for exclusion “ where 
such course is necessary, or reasonably 
appears to be necessary, in case of an ex- 
isting or threatened epidemic of smallpox 
and to prevent the spread of the disease.” 

But this does not inelude a general rule 
requiring vaccination as prerequisite te 
attendance upon public schools even when 
or where epidemic conditions do not exist. 
As to this power it is now definitely held, 
first, that neither the city nor the board 
of education has been granted such a 
power, and, second, that the power of the 
state legislature itself to exercise it in 
derogation of the constitutional provision 
for the maintenance of free schools has 
not yet been jndicially established. 

Tus Trreune believes that the power 
Cf the state jegislature to pass a law 
making vaccination » condition precedent 
to attendance upon the public schools 
thould be tested as promptly as possible 
by the passage of such an act and by 
bringing a test case under the act before 
the Supreme court. It is true that where 
epidemics exist the power of exclusion al- 
ready exists in the proper authorities.

The bill before congress providing for 
publicity in campaign expenses should be 
passed. It has been reported favorably 
to the lower house. Its aim is to secure 
complete publicity regarding the amount 


spent by political committees which have 


an active part in the management of 
presidential and congressional elections. 
It is a direct outeome of the surprising 
revelations made during recent years of 
large contributions from corporations to 
the funds of political committees. It no 
doubt represents the opinion of the great 
majority of American citizens, 

There is no question whatever about the 
effect upon the people at large of the 
disclosures in the New York insurance in- 
vestigations respecting the political con- 
tributions shown to have been made by 
officials of prominent companies. That 
nothing has occurred to alter that feeling 
is evident from the comments upon the 
revelation of the last fortnight in another 
investigation. That $500,000 was given to 
a political campaign committee by a street 
railway company is not reassuring. 

Political funds in presidential elections 
have been entirely too large in recent 
years. There are legitimate expenses 
which must be met in every campaign. 
Dvery one recognizes that. Printing, rent 


| of hails, music, traveling expenses, neces- 


sary correspondence, payments to “ spell- 
binders,” and similar things require a 
large amount of money. Under our elec- 
tion system there must be organization 
and administration of campaigns. Such 
matters do not run themselves where the 
electorate is as apathetic as it is in the 
United States. , 

Granting all that, however, the cam- 
paign collections have heen too large. 
Only a few within the inner circle ot 
party managers know what their aggre 
gate has been. The exposures mentioned 
make their suggestion of large amounts 
at the disposal of committees. The pur- 
chase of votes and influence, bribery, 
graft, are some of the things which have 
been charged. That a great fund bas its 
dangers goes without saying. 

The publicity measure should be passed 
by the house and forwarded to the senate 
for early action. It is a presidential year 
It is a year for the election of a new 
congress. Public opinion demands the 
passage of the bill. It will be campaign 
material for the democrats if the dominant 
party shall fail to hear the voice of the 
people in this particular instance,

Lord Grenfell, by his promotion to the 
rank of field marshal, practically avoids re- 
tirement on the score of age, field marshals 
having the privilege of remaining glwaye 
on the agtive list, no matter what their years. 
There are only eight field marshals in the 
English army, and of these two of them— 
namely: the kaiser and the emperor of 
Austria—are honorary. The remainder con- 
sist of the king's soldier brother, the duke 
of Connaught, Sir Evelyn Wood, Sir George 
White of Ladysmith defense fame, Lord 
Roberta, and Lord Wolseley: On ceremonial 
occasions they carry in their right hand a 
short baton, adorned with the arms and 
crown of England at either end, and which 
may be said to constitute the principal em- 
blem and ingignia of their rank. 

There are no field marshals now remain- 
ing in the French army, nor are there any 
in Italy, nor are they to be found any longer 
in the second class kingdoms. 

In Russia the field marshals consist of the 
venerable Grand Duke Michael, only remain- 
ing son of Emperor Nicholas I., and grand- 
uncle, therefore, of the czar. He commanded 
the Russian forces in Asia Minor during the 
last war with Turkey. Count Milioutine, 
former minister of war, also holds the rank 
of field marshal, and those are all, although 
I suppose that the naval rank of admiral, 
held by the Grand Duke Alexis, might be 
assimilated to the office of fleld marshal of 
the army.

In the dominions of Emperor Francis Jo- 
eeph there are no longer any field marshalg 
since the death of old Archduke Albert, un- 
less we except the emperor himself and the 
kaiser, whose rank in his ally’s army, how. 
ever, is merely of an honorary character. It 
is necessary to mention this, since the title 
of “ field marshal lieutenagt’ which one 
finds in Austria and Hungary merely corre- 
sponds with the rank of lieutenant general 
in other armies and is inferior to the rank 
of full general of infantry or of cavalry 
and of field master of the ordnance. 

Germany has two separate grades of field 
marshal. Thus there is the field marshal 
general and the colonel general, who is a 
field marshal of an inferior grade. The 
field marshals general include Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria, Baron von Loe, Count Haese- 
ler, and two honorary fleld marshals—name- 
ly: the duke of Connaught and Emperor 
Francis Joseph. The colonels general—that 
is to say, the field marshals of the lower 
grade—comprise Prince Louis of Bavaria, 
eldest gon of the regent; the crown prince of 
Saxe-Meiningen, who is the brother-in-law 
of the emperor; the reigning grand duke of 
Baden, who is his first cousin; Von Planits 
and Von Lindquist. 

In Spain the field marshals bear the title 
of captain general, and are two in number, 
both of them veterans. The one is Primo di 
Riverd, Marquis d' Estella, whom Americans 
will remember in connection with the Philip- 
pine islands and Cuba, and the other is old 
Lopes Dominguez, the former minister of 
war and nephew of that Marshal Serrano 
who was president of the Spanish republic. 
These two captains general must not be con- 
foundéd with the commanders of the various 
great military districts, who are styled cap- 
tains general of theif respective commands, 
but whose rank and title are purely local. 
Thus ‘Capt. Lieut. Gen. De Villar, who 
is at the head of the military district of New 
Castile, is known as the captain general of 
New Castile, and in the same way Lieut. Gen, 
Ortega, in military command of the Balearic 
islands, is known as the captain general of 
the Balearic islands. 

Both Emperor William and King Edward 
have the honorary rank of captain general in 
the Spanish army. In Great Britain the naval 
ceunterpart of field marshal ig that of ad- 

ral of the fleet.

JOHNSON SEES GREAT PERIL 
IN LOSS OF STATE RIGHTS. 


Trusts, Protected by Tariff, Are Also 
Called a Menace to the Welfare of the 
Nation. 


Hancock, Mich., April 27,.—[Special.j— 
Gov. Johnson of Minnesota began his lecture 
tour here tonight when he addressed a large 
audience on the Majesty of the Law.“ 

The progress of thie republic,” he said. 
“guided by the landmarks of constitutional 
Uderty, today is opposed by two dangers. 
One ig the tendency of the federal govern- 
ment to centralization of power. The other 
is the power of centralized and predatory 
wealth, fostered by special privileges, and 
defiant of both the public welfare and the 
law of the land.” 

He declared that these two perils were, in 
a way, covperative, in that the profitable 


development of the great industrial trusts 


of today is largely due to “ the special priv- 
jleges of the federal government, and es- 
pecially to unreasonable and unjust tariff 
laws.” 

The existence of these trusts,“ he added, 
“ig urged as a reason why still further pow- 
ers should be centralized in the federal gov- 
ernment, the states deprived of their con- 
stitutional rights and powers.” 


HOUSE AUTHORIZES TAFT 
TO AID STORM STRICKEN. 


Red Cross Society Starts Work of Suc- 
cor and Will Receive Donations for 
Helping Tornado Sufferers. 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—By unani- 
mous consent the house today, on motion of 
Mr. Bartlett of Georgia, adopted a resolu- 
tion of sympathy for the storm sufferers in 
the south and authorized the secretary of 
war to furnish tents, provisions, and sup- 
plies and render such other aid as he may 
deem necessary. 

The officials of the Red Cross announced 
today that the organization stood ready to 
assist in any way it could the sufferers of 
the tornadoes. 

It already has taken up the matter with 
the governor of Mississippi, asking for data 
as to the number of nurses, doctors, and 
supplies that may be required. 

The association also announces that it will 
receive donations for the suffering people.

Shows How Gystem Works. 

There are over 800 girls in the factory and 
accidental cuts, fainting spells, dizziness, 
headaches, heat Prostration, colds, and sore 
throat are common. To give an example 
ot how the system works, take this case: 

A girl came to the factory in the morning 
feeling slightly il. She was able to do only 
10 cents’ worth of work in the morning and 
finally came down to the dispensary. She 
went back to work in the afternoon, feeling 
all right. She made 80 cents in the after- 
boon. 

“ Under the old régime she would have gone 
home and two girls would have gone with 
her, The work of all three would have been 
lost for that day at least, and she on her re- 
turn might have been ailing and doing poor 
work for some time with the possibility of 
a recurrence of the incident. She would loge 
her day’s wages, her two friends would lose 
half a day’s work each. The factory would 
lose both in quantity and quality of work 
done, and perhaps be seriously inconven~- 
lenced. It is easy to demonstrate that a girl 
in good physical condition can do better 
work and more of it than one in poor physical 
condition. 


Points Out Moral Influence. 


The moral influence of an educated, com- 
petent woman on the girls is great. You 
would be surprised how many of them come 
to the dispe ry with all their troubles and 
worries for comfort and advice. The pro- 
fessional character of the position should 
never be lost sight of, however, in order that 
the girls may feel that the department is 
maintained as a straight matter of bus 
ness. The woman selected for this position 
must be one capable of inspiring confidence 
in the girls or all her skill will not make her 
successful. 

Another important feature of the work 
is the supervision of the general Sanitation 
of the factory. There is no reason why a 
trained nurse should not be able to take 
charge o fthis matter.“ 

The address was followed by a general 
discussion of the subject and of the proposal 
to station visiting nurses at the publie 
schools.
